“ PUTTING THE WIND UP ” 
SMALL CAR DRIVER. 

The action of a ‘bus driver, in driving on 
the wrong side of the road and colliding with 
a small private car, was condemned at the 
Paisle sheriff's Court yesterday as the action 
of a i :

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SECRETS OF STROKE 
PRODUCTION. 


ESSENTIAL EQUIPMENT. 
HOW TO BUY A RACKET— 
AND USE IT. 


(By Mas. LAMBERT CHAMBERS.)

handle, weight, etc. 

Go to one of the many well-known 
manufacturers and get someone who 
know about these things to help you make 
your choice. The weight of your racket 
must depend on the strength of your wrist 
and whether you volley much or are going 
to play entirely from the back of the court. 
I do not think a racket should be lighter 


than 134 ounces, unless, of course, for a 
child, and not heavier than 14 ounces. 
If you use too light a racket 
you will find it is not strung tightly 


enough, because the frame will not stand the 
tension. 

I have mv racket slightly weighted in the 
head. but this is a matter of personal taste, 
and I think for beginners it is best to bave 
an evenly balanced racket. 


HANDLE DANGER. 


The handle should not be more than five inches 
in circumference, and that is the size I recom- 
mend for a natural and easy grip. Of course, 
the size of the handle must vary more or less 
according to the size of the player's hand 
and the length of the fingers, but I would 
warn evervone to fight shy of the abnormally 
large handle—it tires and stiffens the muscles 
of the hand, and is very liable to giygpyou 
tennis elbow, the bane of a lawn @ennis 
player's career. Find out by careful con- 
sideration what really suits you best, and then 
you can always have your rackets made for 
you according to pattern. 
The way to grip your | 
for your own judgment. I don't think there 
is any right or wrong way, which is proved by 
the fact that no two champions have the same 
grip of the racket. The brothers Doherty 
each gripped their rackets in an entirely 
different way from the other. H. L, adopted 
the more orthodox manner of holding his 
racket, and R. F.’s forehand grip was similar 
to most people's backhand grip. 


HOLDING.

FOREHAND AND BACKHAND. 


Keep the head of the racket above the wrist, 
and keep the hand bent back at the wrist. Get 
well away from the ball both sideways and 
lengthways. Take the ball when it is about the 
height of your waist. The left shoulder should 
face the net and the left foot be placed in 
front of the right foot, not parallel to it but 
almost at right angles. 

Hit the ball at the top of the bound or a 
bit later. The racket must be swung well 
back and the hand raised to the level of your 
shoulder: you then bring it forward with the 
elbow slightly bent, and hit the ball in the 
centre of your racket. 

Transfer your weight, which has been on 
your right foot, to your left in the process, 
and bring your arm and racket right round 
as far as they will go to ensure a good follow 
through. Put weight into the stroke with 
the turn of the body at the hips and the 
shoulder movement. At the finish of the 
stroke the body should be facing the net. 

The backhand drive is played in the same 
way as the forehand, only with the positions 
reversed. For this stroke your right shoulder 
and arm must be turned to the net and your 
right foot in front of vour left. The ball must 
be hit cleanly and firmly; watch it right on 
to your racket (difficult, I know, but neces- 
sary); feel as if you were sweeping it along 
to the spot you want it to go, not for- 
getting to follow well through with your arm 
eae shoulder in a line with the flight of the 

all. 

Timing the stroke, transferring the weight 
at the right movement and following well 
through at the finish—these are the chief 
things to be remembered when learning your 
ground strokes.

DENOUNCED. 


LABOUR M.P. AND THE 
WORKERS’ POWER,

“We have passed the most trying stages, 
and we face the future with a confidence that 
lost ground will be regained, and that trades 
unions will prove that their service is more 
mdispensable than ever to safeguard the 
workers’ future interests.” 

In these terms, Mr. J. R. Clynes, M.F., 
addressed the Congress of the National Union 
of General and Municipal Workers as their 
president, at Keswick, Cumberland, yester- 
day morning. 

WIDE OPEN DOOR. 

Dealing with the workers’ power to effect 
change, he said :—‘‘ The working classes ned 
no longer mourn a lack of power. They 
suffer nothing but lack of will and knowledge 
on how best to use the power. Those who 
talk loosely about revolution ought to know 
that any revolution necessary to give our 
workers supreme authority was nearly com- 
pleted long ago. It is now being finished 
in perfection by a Tory Government adding 
to the list of voters a large group of young 
people who will soon have the same authority 
as their elders to make the laws which con- 
trol them. 

““A revolution is not an end in itself. 
It is at best a desperate undertaking to 
acquire more power for the people. We needa 
not turn to such a dangerous device for 
power. The door need not be forced—it is 
wide open. The workers may be in need of 
greater corfidence and intelligence, but they 
can no longer denounce a class tyranny due 
to any power higher than their own. 

““So far as the workers fail the failure 
is due to the workers. The use of violent 
methods in another land should not produce 
any lack of faith in a British method which 
has been developed by generations of ex- 
perience and usage, and which is best suited 
to the mentality of our people. 

BRITISH DEMOCRACY BEST 

“ British democracy is better for Britain 
than any autocracy ever can be. We nay 
be in need of greater trust and understand- 
ing, but we need take neither inspiration nor 
instruction from Moscow or elsewhere. To 
do so would not be sane Internationalism. It 
would be insanity.”’

national. The view of the congress was that 
Ryssian representatives, if they were to come 
into one International, should do so only on 
the terms which apply to all other trade 
unions. 

The congress also unanimously rejected a 
proposal by Dunaee that any official elected a 
member of Parliament should at once resign 
his position in the union, as it was impossible 
to give full-time service to the union and to 
Parliament.

The Meaning of Folklore. 

Miss Eleanor Huil has written a book 
entitled “The Folk-lore of the British 
aie which will open vistas of curious, 
interest for many imaginative minds. Few, 
even among the most sceptical of men, are 
wholly immune to superstition. ~ The 
thought lurks that “ after all, there may 
be something in it’’; and the educated 
man of the twentieth century is as loth to 
spill salt as an Irish king of the fifth 
century was to break his geasa, or taboos. 
The scientific study of folk-lore seeks to 
reveal the origin of the irrational 
thoughts, the odd customs, that linger 
among us. Men wear buttons on their 
long coats where no buttons are needed, 
simply because the tailors never have 
removed those relics of the days when a 
gentleman needed a vent in his attire for 
the convenient carriage of his sword.. So, 
too, men admit symbols to their architec- 
ture, and use mysterious names for their 
drinks, that once had significance. A 
certain cidér drunk in Cornwall at 
Hallowe'en is called “ lamb’s wool.” This 
curious name becomes lucid when Miss 
Hull reminds us that it is really a com- 
bination of Lammas and ubhall, the 
Celtic for. ‘‘ apple.” “In folk-lore, there- 
fore, we find survivals of old beliefs and 
old customs, and are enabled to trace, in 
our own life the relics of racial history. 
Every imaginative reader has been moved 
by the story of the Holy Graal and has 
shuddered at the adventure of the Chapel 
Perilous. Miss Hull recalls the sugges- 
tion that here we have a distorted account 
of the worship of Mithras. In Britain, 
it is suggested, the ritual practised at 
Roman camps lived on after the. with- 
drawal of the legions, and its furtive 
survival after the spread of Christianity 
is depicted in these strange. stories. In 
similar fashion, the primitive dominance 
of the Irish mythology in Western 
Britain certainly is reflected in those old’ 
Welsh romances made familiar by Lady 
Guest’s translation. Mr, Arthur Macken 
has traced the survival of Roman cere-: 
monies in the play of children im. ;his 
native Caerleon, the City of the Legions. 
When we have found thus in felk-lore a 
treasury of aritique relics, and have 
learned to watch for the débris of history 
in the odd customs that abound through- 
out these islands, we do well to cry halt. 
Many there are who go farther, and read 
innocent habits of the

more into the 
countryside than is warranted. 
fairies are told by old men, who accord- 
ingly are set forthwith as believers in 
ancient myths. The same old men have 
cunning enough in worldly matters to prove 
that they are far from being simple fo!k. 
To-day it is people of urban breeding who 
are the most earnest seekers for wonder- 
ful tales; but has a tale ceased to be 
folk-lore because it is told by a Dublin 
poet instead of by a Donegal weaver! 
Formerly men supposed that old litera- 
ture was simply recorded folk-lore. To- 
day research that the reverse 
generally is true, and that folk stories 
are simply oral versions of the work of 
literary artists. The Ossianic lore of 
Scotland is shown to have reached that 
country in Irish manuscripts. Perhaps, 
we yet shall discover that the literary 
mind at all times was the factory of good 
stories, and that the folk in the past, as 
to-day, were not the originators, but the 
faulty preservers, thereof.

Crime in Colorado. 


The usually peaceful prairies of Eastern 
Colorado and Western Kansas have been 
the scene of one of those startling episodes 
which most persons associate with cinema- 
tograph reproductions of the old “ Wild 
West.” Last Wednesday four bandits 
‘held up ” the First National Bank of 
Lamar, Colorado, and escaped with about 
£4,000, after they had killed the president, 
of the institution and its cashier. in 
their flight they carried away with them 
a teller from the bank, and subsequently 
doctor from his home in a 
little Kansas town, to treat one of their 
number who had been wounded. The 
body of the doctor was found two days 
later ; he had been shot through the head. 
Nothing has been heard of the unfortunate 
teller, and the gravest fears are enter- 
tained for his safety. Faced with a 
crime of such magnitude, the countryside 
has responded as it was wont to respond 
in the days before an efficient civil law 
was established in this sparsely populated 
area. Over these gently rolling plains, 
devoted chiefly to grazing, hundreds of 
armed men, at the last account, were 
searching for the criminals. In the olden 
days they would have been mounted -on 
horseback, and led, perhaps, by some’ 
famous scout, like Colonel Cody or Kit 
Carson. Now, although there are still 
horsemen among them, many of the 
volunteers are in motor cars. Even aero- 
planes are sharing in this modern man- 
hunt. The action of the community is 
characteristic of its traditions. Reports 
suggest that matters may go hardly with 
the bandits if they do not fall into the 
hands of the regular authorities. The 
brutality of the crime has infuriated the 
inhabitants of this once iawless region. 
Indeed, the ruffians scarcely could have 
chosen a more dangerous scene for their 
exploit. Within the memory of living 
men these prairies were the home of a 
‘‘ vigilante ” justice, prompt,. mercilass 
and without appeal. The bandits may 
elude the watch set for them in five 
States; but it would seem that nowadays 
theirs is a trade to be plied more safely 
in great cities like Chicago than in tne

This field lies within the ruins 
of ‘the site of Chytroi—a city founded by 
Chytros immediately after the Trojan War 
in the twelfth century before Christ. The 
family tree of Chytros is well known in 
modern Cyprus. Mr. Peristianes tells us 
that his father was Aledros and that his 
grandfather was the Athenian Akamas. 
Beside the field where the Emperors 
statue has been hidden through the 
centuries is the site of the temple of the 
Paphian. Aphrodite—a notorious place in 
its time, and even now, perhaps, unrecon- 
| ciled to the neighbouring ruins of the 
early Byzantine church of Hagios 
Demetrianos. We may presume that the 
statue was erected in the forum of Chytroi 
as a mark.of some imperial benefaction 
to the-town. Its recovery at a classic site 
in the ‘twentieth century recalls simul- 
taneously the glory that was Greece and 
the. grandeur that was Rome, Septimius 
Severus, twenty-first of the Roman 
Emperors, whose sway lasted from 4.p. 193 
till. a:p. 211, was the only Emperor who 
was born in Africa.. He died at York— 
one of the two Emperors who died in 
England, A town in Cyprus—no doubt, 
like hundreds of other towns between 
Angora and Northumberland—erected a 
statue in his honour. .

MACDONA PLAYERS AT THE 
GAIETY THEATRE. 


Thanks to the Abbey. Theatre Company, 
the Dublin public has not been left without 
performances of Shaw plays since the last 
visit of the Macdona Players. A new 
Macdona season is welcome, nevertheless, 
both because the companys repertory in- 
cludes several plays not performed by others, 
and because these Players, by constant prac- 
tice, in. their Shaw repertory, have acquired 
a .faoility in that particular class of work, 
beyond what other. companies will wish to 
claim for themselves. 

Mr. Esme Percy, the producer of che 
plays, as well as principal acting member of 
the company,’ is, indeed, a host in himself. 
He has devoted his career as an actor to the 
works of Mr. George Bernard Shaw, and in 
last night’s audience were playgoers who 
can count. back a good many years to 
tu first experience oí Mr. Percy in a Shaw 

ay. 

: His playing of the part of John Tanner in 
“Man and (Cuperman’’ ranks high in the 
appreciation of those playgoers who do not 
wait for an actor to be cried up as a “star” 
before they discover his merit. By a large 
audience last night it was enjoyed to the 
full, together with an abundance of good 
acting by other members of the company, 
combining to execute Mr. Percy's expert- 
enced plan of production of the play. Strange 
it was, to those with long memories of the 
repertory stage, to see '“ Man and Super- 
man’’ figuring as a Bank Holiday «ttrac- 
tion, and to see in the audience many young 
persons whose guardians had designed á 
hearing of the play as a holiday treat for 
them. ‘‘Man and Superman’’ once was 1e- 
garded as strong meat. That ideas in that 
respect have changed is due, perhaps, not a 
Jittle to the cumulative effect of Mr. Shaw's 
dramatic efforts. One has to look back a 
bit, in theatrical and literary history in order 
to recognise the part that Mr. Shaw's work 
has played in promoting freedom of discus- 


sion. 
‘SHEER FUN. 
To-day ‘‘Man and Superman” is taken 
as sheer fun, and last night’s audience mant- 
fested amusement heartily, The persons

were those who were seeing the play not ter 
the first or second time, and could chuckle 
over the quickly-changing phases all the 
more shrewdly, because they knew the turns 
that events would take. One does not forget 
the gasping surprises with which these rapid 
turns delighted one at tne first hearing of 
the play, but it is a ricner delight that is 
}enjoyed by those whose acquaintance with 
the play enables them to appreciate the ert 
of its construction. 

In Manchester last week the Macdona 
Players gave ‘‘Man and Superman’’ in fuil, 
that is to say, with the long Don Juan scene.

PARIS, Monday. 
His Highness Rajah Martand Bhairava 
Toendiman, Rajah of Pudukota, who died 
here to-day, ruled over a State of 1,179 
square miles, with a population of 426,815, 
which has been ruled by members of his 


dynasty from time immemorial. He 
granted his people a representative 
assembly for consultative and legislative 
purposes. 


His Highness, who was born in 1875, 
married, in 1915, Esme Mary Sorrett, 
daughter of the late Dr. W. Fink, of Mel- 
bourne, Australia. There is one son, 
Marthanda Sydney, who was born in 
Australia in 1918. For some years the 
family lived at Cannes. 

Nothing has yet been decided as to what 
will be done with the body of the Rajah. 
It is the Ranee’s wish that it should be 
taken back to India for cremation. The 
Ranee has been in communication with 
the India Office to-day, but the fact that 
it is a bank holiday has retarded the 
completion of arrangements.

| START OF RELIEF 
EXPEDITION. 


AMERICAN REPORT 
OF “S.O.S.”

No.news has been received yet concern- 
ing the fate of the airship Italia, which 
disappeared last Saturday when returning 
from the North Pole to Spitzbergen. 

The airship, on which were General 
Nobile and a crew of sixteen men, carried 
sufficient petrol for a flight of eighty-two 
hours. The supply of fuel must have 
been exhausted early last Saturday: 

It is believed that the crew may have 
managed to land on the northern coast of 
Spitzbergen, and a relief expedition has 
been organised by the Norwegian authori- 
ties. Another possibility is that the Italia 
is drifting helplessly over the Arctic seas. 

Lieutenant Luetzow Holm leit Horton 
yesterday morning to fly to Tromsoe, where 
his seaplane will be placed on the sealer 
Hobby for transport to Spitzbergen. The 
passage from Tromsce to Spitzbergen takes 
about three days. Lieutenant Holm will 
be followed by other airmen, and ‘they 
will search the seas for signs of the miss- 
ing airship. i 

The Arctic steamer Braganza has left 
Tromsoe in an endeavour to reach the 
north coast of Spitzbergen. 


HOPE NOT ABANDONED.

“TWO NAMES. 


CENTRE PARTY. AND 
SOCLALISTS. 


From Ovrs Own CorResronpEnt. 


BERLIN, Monday. 

Though the Marx Cabinet has decided, 
not té resign until June 11th, on the eve 
of the assembling of the new Reichstag, 
conversations are going on actively behind 
the scenes between party leaders regarding 
the. possibilities of a new Government 
cualtion. 

It is taken for granted that President 
von Hindenburg, in accordance with the 
constitutional practice, will send for one 
of the Socialist leaders and entrust him, 
as pepresentative of the strongest group 
in the Reichstag, with the formation of a 


Cabinet. 
ALTERNATIVES. 

Ín this connection two names are put 
forward—Herr Otto Braun, the present 
Prussian Premier, and Herr Loebe, the 
Socialist President of the last Reichstag. 
Herr Loebe is a cultured, urbane man, 
rather of the drawingroom politician type, 
and is, therefore, specially acceptable to 
some of the bourgeois prospective allies 
of the Socialists; but there is no doubt 
that Herr Braun possesses to a much 
yreater degree the confidence of the 
Socialist masses, and in addition, for what 
that is worth, he has of late years become 
one of President von Hindenburg’s most 
intimate friends. The choice will, there- 
fore, probably fall upon Herr Braun. 

The problem by no means ends there. 
Herr Otto Braun has indicated to his 
friends that he will mot abandon the 
Prussian Premiership, and the holding of 
two Premierships at the same time might 
well prove too much for one man. 

POSSIBLE INNOVATION. 

This is one of the factors which is iead- 
ing to serious discussion of a proposal that 
the Chancellorship, which amounts to the 
Federal Premiersh: , should be entrusted 
to Dr. Joseph Wirth of the Centre Party, 
with Herr Braun as Vice-Chancellor. The 
Centre would probably view this with 
favour. Its leaders do not particularly 
like Dr, Wirth: he holds opinions too 
advanced on social and economic ques- 
tions for their taste, but they are faced 
with the fact that not only did the elec- 
tions go to the Left, but that their own 
party, for the first time for several genera- 
tions, lost heavily at the polls in the 
industrial Roman Catholic districts. With 
a Wirth leadership they might hope to 
recapture some of the thousands of Centre 
Party working men who deserted their 
party on Sunday last. 

SOCIALIST HOPE. 

The Socialist calculation goes further. 
They foresee the probability that this next 
Government may fail to solve the various 
political problems of the day in a manner 
satisfactory to the bulk of the electors.

COLOGNE, Monday. 

Opening the spring conference of the Tex- 
tile Institute at Cologne to-day, Mr. William 
Howarth (President) said that the industry 
was looking to scientists and universities for 
direction. 

Professor Henry Clay, Manchester University, 
said that the dislocation caused by the war 
affected British industry to a peculiar degree: 
In Britain real wages and standards of com- 
fort had been maintained at the cost of un- 
employment, while on the Continent, where 
inflation went further, real wages were lowered 
and employment better maintained. 

Tariffs had operated to raise industrial 
prices—directly, by encouraging production at 
prices above those which would be established 
with free competition; indirectly, by restrict- 
ing the markets and the output of industry 
where it could produce most cheaply. 

America’s trade barriers had secured in- 
dustrial prosperity at the cost of agricul- 
turists. Farmers, the world over, were pro- 
viding food at less than cost price for unem- 
ployed industrial workers. 

Professor C. E. Mullin, Clemson College, 
South Carolina, said that America was neg- 
lecting fundamental research for production, 


SUPPORT FOR STRIKERS, 
GHENT, Monday. 

The International Textile Workers’ (Con- 
gress, which is being held here to-day, 
unanimously adopted a motion proposed by 
Mr. Ben Turner (Great Britain), promising 
assistance to Indian and Austrian strikers, 

Mr. Tom Shaw, the secretary of the con- 
gress, announced in his report that twelve 
countries were affiliated to the organisation, 
which represented 925,819 workers. 

The Indian delegate (Mr. Baskhale) drew 
a gloomy picture of conditions among the tex- 
tile workers in India. 

The congress is being attended by thirty- 
ove British delegates. 

Herr Schroeder (Germany) and the Pre 
sident of the Congress announced that America, 
Japan, China, Palestine, and various Balkan

FIRE ON FRENCH SHIP. 


CABIN BOY BELIEVED TO

day-by-day administration and impartial 
attitude to both sides in industry the 
Government Had helped to bring “about 
greater confidence and better relations. 
The average rate of unemployment, high 
as it was, was lower than in any year 
since 1920. What was within their power 
as a Government they had done both to 
alleviate the burden of unemployment and 
to stimulate trade. 

Referring to the coal industry; Mr. 
Baldwin said that too many mines were 
being kept at work at a loss in the hope 
that prices would improve. ‘‘ Many pits 
were artificially sustained during the war, 
by the occupation of the Ruhr in Germany, 
and by a series of strikes abroad which 
forced up prices and enabled these pits to 
survive,” he said; “but, if they could 
be closed down now and their trade trans- 
ferred to the better-equipped mines, 
enabling them to work full time, and if 
increased efficiency could be secured by 
judicious and careful amalgamation, it 
would be all the better for the trade. 

A DRASTIC REMEDY. . 

“Tt is a drastic remedy, and, as in the 
case of cotton, it calls for sacrifice from 
owners, shareholders, men, the banks, and 
the community generally who have to 
shoulder the burden of aggravated unem- 
ployment; but there is no way to per- 
manent peace and prosperity but by facin 
fully, fairly and manfully, the ha 
economic facts, whether it be in coal, 
cotton, steel, or any other industry in the 
country. (Cheers.) 

“A most encouraging sign was that 
owners in various districts were at last 
getting together to try to organise their 
industry on a sounder basis,” 

The Prime Minister then turned to the 
subject of world peace. 

THE AMERICAN PEACE PROPOSAL. 

“Our efforts have never ceased every 
day of our term of office,”’ he said, “but 
within the last few days they have entered 
upon a new and memorable stage. With 
the full co-operation of our Dominions we 
have sent to Washington a whole-hearted 
response to Mr. Kellogg’s invitation to 
conclude a treaty for the renunciation of 
war as an instrument of national policy. 
We have done this because we believe the 
cause of permanent peace will thereby 


a 


be advanced. What we are trying 
to do by the Covenant of the 
League, by Locarno, by this new 


treaty is to get away from the old war 
mentality which has been the background 
of the foreign diplomacy of centuries. 
We shall have, when we have agreed not 
to make war, to discover how far we can | 
pursue an aggressive policy in pursuit of 
peace. We want to see peace regarded as 
the normal and, as I always say, not only 


peace abroad, but peace at home.” 
(Cheers. ) 
“THE DEAD WHO DIED FOR 
ENGLAND.” 


On the following day he was going to 
France and Belgium to see the graveyards 
in Which our men lay. The sacrifice of 
their lives had given us. complete 
democracy. ‘‘ We owe it to them that in 
our politics wé shall be clean and honour- 
able; that we shall put our country first: 
that every one of us resolves afresh to-day 
that, in so far as lies in him, he will 
devote his life to the service of his country 
as the way is open before him that he 
may make this country such as those who 
have fallen dreamed that they would 
make it by their deaths.’’ 

There was an amusing incident during 
the speech. Mr. Baldwin rapped the 
table while emphasising that the Conser- 
vative Party’s literature dealt with 
‘“* facts, and facts alone,” and he knocked 
over the microphone. It was recovered 
from a flower bed, and the Premier said: 
“The mere mention of truth on a public 
platform almost upset the table.”

ECHO OF SOLOMON ISLANDS 
MURDERS.

SYDNEY (by Mail). 

One of the Selomon Islanders detained in 
Tulagi Jail as a result of the murder of 
District Officer Bell and Cadet Lilles, cn 
Malaita Island, last year, has died of fright. 

An officer of the steamer Durour, which 
reached Sydney from Tulagi recently, stated 
that the native, who was a chief, and one ef 
the most important among the prisoners, 
became so scared while waiting for trial, that 
he pined away and died. 

The officer said that this was perfectly 
understandable to a person with a know- 
ledge of the working of the native mind. 
The chief, apparently, was a man of superior 
mentality, and the continued restraint had 
brought home to him the significance of his 
offence. ; 

Dysentery and measles had caused a 
number of deaths among the prisoners, but 
they were living under good conditions, and 
everything possible was being done to care 
for them. 

When the Durour left Tulagr on March 
31, the judge appointed by the Commis- 
sioners for the Western Pacific had not er- 
rived at Fiji.

Mr. Arthur Hgllaran, a rice broker, said 
that he was staying at the Regent Hotel, on 
the third floor, on Saturday. He went to 
the bureau íor his key between 3 and 3.30 
p.m., and they told him that the key was not 
there. Thinking that his wife had it, he 
went upstairs and knocked at the door, and 
then saw that it was opened. Guerin opened 
the door to him. He said to Guerin, “ What 
are you doing in here?’ and Guerin replied : 
[ have made a mistake. J belong to the 
second floor.”’ 

Mr. Hallaran went on to relate that an 
argument about the matter followed. 

““I could see the wardrobe was open,” he 
said, “go I asked him if he had taken any- 
thing? He sáid ‘No.’ I said, ‘How did you 
get in here?’ He said that the door was 
open. 

Mr. Hallaran added that after this Guerin

mount obligation the general good of the 
community ; to foster a spirit of conciliation 
and co-operation among all creeds and 
classes ; to promote efficiency and economy in 
the public service, whether local or national ; 
to discourage favouritism or jobbery in all 
public appointments; to aid the national in- 
dustries of the country by every means; to 
assist the workers in- procuring adequate 
wages and proper housing; to co-operate with 
and assist every practical movement within 
or without the Six Counties having for its 
object the economic and social betterment of 
the people, together with the promotion of 
national and Gaelic ideals.

SIX'TTEEN INJURED IN 
‘BUS ACCIDENT.
